WANT THE BRAND-NEW GOLD 


Manufacturers of Trinkets From the 
Precious Metal Seek That Which 


Is Fresh From the Mint. 


An article in which Santa Claus 
deals heavily is gold thimbles. Phila­ 
delphia supplies an enormous number 
of them, one manufacturer being es­ 
pecially prominent. 
That city is also 
a wedding ring producing center. The 
ladies who wear the thimbles and the 
brides who get the rings may be in­ 
terested in knowing that a large num­ 
ber of them are made from brand-new 
gold coins. 
The manufacturer does 
not want an old gold coin, because 
there is an appreciable difference in 
the amount of metal in a new and 
an old $10 gold pieoe. 
So the ring 
and thimble maker, knowing the value 
of what appears to be trifles, takes 
his check or his paper money to a 
bank and gets in exchange the new­ 
est of new gold money. 
No gold has 
been worn off these coins in the 
handling. 
The money is melted, and that’s 
where the thimbles and 
the rings 
come from, or at least a good many 
of them. 
There seems to be an im­ 
pression that one may not destroy 


United States money, but tnat, is an 
error. 
It is unlawful to mutilate a 
coin, but you commit no crime when 
you 
utterly 
destroy 
either 
paper 
money or metal currency. 
There is 
no law’ to prevent the obi stunt of 
lighting a cigarette with a $10 bill— 
none, 
except the 
law 
of 
common 
sense. 
The 
man 
who 
burns 
the 
money is the only loser. 
If a bank 
were accidentally to destroy some pa­ 
per money, it might have it. replaced 
with new notes upon presentation to 
the T7nited States treasury of proof 
that the old money had really disap­ 
peared. 


Right to Bear Arms. 
The words from Artiele II., amend­ 
ments to the Constitution of the Unit­ 
ed States, ” A well-regulated militia 
being necessary to the security of a 
free people, the right of the people 
to keep and bear arms shall not be 
infringed,” evidently have a commu­ 
nity meaning; but they also carry 
along with them the right of the in­ 
dividual 
to

The law against carrying concealed 
weapons, now on the statute books of 
most of the states, is a matter quite 
foreign to the broad principles of the 
right of keeping and bearing arms.

M eanwhile business 
is to be conducted as usual. 
The success of the parcel post and 
the recent order of the interstate com ­ 
merce commission, resulting in a 16 
per cent, reduction in express charg es, 
are held directly responsible for tho 
com pany’s retirement, from business 
after GO years of continuous operation 
ov er som e of the leading railroads of 
the country. 
Earning s Falling Of f . 
Earning s of the company for the 
fiv e months of tho fiscal year so far 
reported showed steady declines, with 
a deficit of $32,000 
for 
N ov em ber. 
Holiday 
business 
was 
fairly 
largo, 
but earning s continued 
to 
dwindle 
until som e of the more influential in­ 
terests became outspoken for liqui­ 
dation. 
The dissolution affects 1,556 sto ck­ 
holders, of whom 740 are women and 
14 are estates. 
It also affects 15,000 
activ e employes, whose salaries ag ­ 
g reg ate 
$6,000.000, 
and 
many 
who 
hav e been superannuated. 
The num­ 
ber 
of 
offices 
which 
the company 
maintains is between 5,000 and 6,000. 
The precise means to be adopted 
for realizing on the company’s assets 
were not disclosed, but it Is thoug ht 
likely that a syndicate will be formed 
to take them ov er so that they may 
be disposed of to the best adv antag e. 
The company holds stock and bonds 
of other companies of an ag g reg ate 
market v alue of $4,300,000 and a par 
v alue of $4.632,800. 
Stock holding s 
comprise a comparativ ely small part 
of 
the 
total, 
the 
par 
v alue 
being 
placed at $282,500. 
According 
to 
its 
latest 
balance 
sheet, the company had assets amount­ 
ing to $14,248,641, 
and 
outstanding 
stock of the par v alue of $10,000,000. 
The profit and loss account showed a 
surplus of $1.186,895. 
The resolution under which dissolu­ 
tion was recommended follows: 
“ Resolv ed, That, pursuant 
to the 
power and authority conferred upon 
the board of directors of the United 
States Express company by its arti­ 
cles of association, tho board unani­ 
mously declares that it is for the best 
interests of the company that the 
company be dissolv ed as soon as may 
be, without awaiting the expiration of 
Its term of existence, and 
that 
its 
business and affairs be settled up and 
finally adjusted as promptly as may 
be done. 
The president is directed to 
inform the shareholders of the com ­ 
pany of said action of the board.” 
Long Ruled by Platt. 
The late Thomas C. Platt, former 
senator from New York, and his fam­ 
ily were for years the dominant In­ 
terests 
in 
United 
States 
Express, 
which was organized as an asso cia­ 
tion under the New 
York laws 
in 
1854. 
In fact, their control was so 
complete that they succeeded in ward­ 
ing off numerous demands and pro­ 
tests on the part of minority interests 
and for many years practically noth­ 
ing was known by tho public of the 
affairs of the company, no m eeting of 
the stockholders hav ing been held in 
more than fifty years.
